As police hurried to hts home, 
sum m oned by the doctor w ho craw l­ 
ed m ortally wounded th ro u g h two 
room s to a telephone. P atrolm an 
C harles H. M cN am ara reported th e 
physician told him : 
“D on’t look for clues now. 
G et 
me to a hospital. I ll tell you about 
th e shooting later.” 
Q uestioned .shortly a fte r by D e­ 
tective Raym ond Fenner, w ho asked 
w ho sh o t him, the doctor again re ­ 
plied: 
“I d o n ’t know. 
G et m e to a hos­ 
pital." 
B ut a t the hospital he died w ith - 1 
out opening hts lips. 
He was struck down by tw o pis­ 
tol bullets, one In th e stom ach, the 
o th er in the shoulder. 
A th ird shot 
w ent wide. 
F enner, exam ining th e abdom inal 
w ound in the d o cto rs ow n house, 
said D octor W ebster coolly told him : 
“T h a t one has gone th ro u g h the 
liver.” 
Police officials said they were w ith­ 
out a single tangible clue to t h e ; 
m ysterious shooting. 
Dr. 
R alph 
Purvine, 
of 
Rhode 
Islan d hospital, am bulance surgeon, 
said D octor W ebster told him th a t 
it was an attem pted robbery. 


T he police found $300, however, In 
the physician’s clothing. 
D eputy S u perintendent Jam es C u­ 
sick, of the detective division, th eo r­ 
ized th a t the m an who shot Doctor 
W ebster followed him into the front 
vestibule a fte r th e physician had 
unlocked th e door, and th a t when 
he heard a 
noise, the physician 
turned around. 
A lthough he said D octor W ebster 
said th e m an th e n ran through the 
house and escaped, tM rc was no sign 
of disorder in th e house, and a back 
door was sh u t w hen police arrived.
